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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election of species (2) in the reply filed on 1 1/18/2005 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP 

§ 818.03(a)). In addition, as asserted by Applicants, species 1 and species 2 relate to the first 
embodiment (see Applicants' response dated 08/01/2005); therefore, the species 1 and 2 are 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. Claims 3, 3/4-6, 8, 9, 
3/4/10-11, 3/5/12 and 3/6/13 stand withdrawn from consideration. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which papers 
have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

3. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any 
errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the 
relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the 
claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, a negative limitation " not provided" does not have basis in the 
original disclosure, so as it fails to comply with the written description requirement. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-2, 1/4, 2/4, 2/5, 1/7, 2/8, 2/4/10-1 1 and 2/5/12 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Melnik et al., US Patent Application Publication No. 
2004/0075785 Al. 

The above claims are anticipated by Melnik et al. figure 2 and accompanying text which 
discloses a liquid crystal display (LCD) device comprising: 
. a pair of substrates (2 1 0/2 1 8); 
. a liquid crystal layer (214); 
. a reflection films (reflective pixel electrode 220a); 
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. a projecting portions/spacers (pillar 234), wherein the formation of the reflection films 
not provided in the vicinities/peripheries of projecting portions/spacers (see figure 2); 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 2/6 and 2/6/13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Melnik et aL, US Patent Application Publication No. 2004/0075785 Al, in view of Fujimori et 
al, US Patent No. 6,864,945. 

Regarding the above claims, Melnik et al. disclose the claimed invention as described 
above except for a light transmitting electrodes. Fujimori et al. do disclose a transflective type 
LCD device in which a pixel region includes a reflective electrode connected with the 
transmitting electrode. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time 
of the invention was made to employ a reflective electrode and a transmitting electrode in the 
same pixel region and electrically connected to each other as shown by Fujimori et al. in order to 
obtain a low power-consuming display.
